After writing you X again road the Ebersole transcript. I then loaed it to my 

friend and local history professor, J errWght so he could copy it and use it in 
Ms teaching. So I cannot at this moment cite the specific pages I referred to earlier^ 
when X wrote you a caution 1 hoped you would give to Kantik. 

Although the questioning was not aimed at developing the truth, ^bersole did 
attest to "artifcacts" on the^HUrays, ranging from dust to blisters. As I recall it 
he said that the blisters could have come from the original processing or from heat 

when viewed. 

This then made me wonder whether the X-rays Hantik was permitted to examine were 
the'^riginals or whetherl^cluplicatea were made for examination. 

I believe that if IiantilcfTsaw blisters he would recognize them. 

And that made me wonder whether duplicates were made for examination. 

Those records you were kind enough to send me tell an astounding story about 1L.CA 

and its medical panel as well as about some of the staff.
